American Journalism 


All over the nation those radio 
and television commentators 
who thought Joe McCarthy was 
the ideal American, and” who 
habitually equate all organized 
labor with communism and cor- 
ruption, are in full cry.

U.N., Nasser 
Talk Again as 


Israel Is Mum

CAIRO, March 25—U.N. Secre- 
tary General Dag Hammarskjold 
had his third and perhaps final 
talk late today with Egyptian 
President Nasser. 

Nearing the end of his mission, 
the secretary general was still 
seeking agreement under which 
the U.N. Emergency Force could 
remain in Gaza and Sharm El 
Sheikh. 

Hammarskjold was severely han- 
dicapped by the continued silence 
of Israel. Egypt has made the con- 
tinued presence of the UNEF con- 
ditional on Israeli acceptance of 
UNEF troops on the other side of 
the armistice line. But Hammarsk- 
jold has not received any sign of 
such acceptance. He has not even 
been invited to Jerusalem for ‘‘ex- 
ploratory talks.’”” This apparent 
snub seems to give Hammarskjold 
no choice but return to New York 
late this week. 

Even if Israel sends a belated 
invitation, Hammarskjold probably 
would not now accept because, as 
one of his aides explained, ‘‘He 
feels he can carry on with con- 
tacts in New York.”’ Only one 
other appointment has been made 
here, and that is a purely social 
dinner to be given tomorrow night

Five school buses ferried 256 per- 
sons from the Union Pacific ‘‘City 
of St. Louis’ to Winona late 
Monday and a snow plow cracked 
through to the Rock Island Line’s 
Golden State Limited, marooned 
near Liberal with 225 persons 
aboard. 

The worst of the three-day 
storm appeared over after bury- 
ing some areas under the worst 


snows in memory and others un- 
der the heaviest snows in 30 years 
of records. Parts of the South- 
west lay under 30foot drifts, 
while 14 inches of drought-crack- 
ing snow soaked Iowa and Ne- 
braska cornfields.

WASHINGTON, March 23 (»~— 
The House shunted aside today an 
administration proposal to raise 
interest rates on GI home loans, 
then passed a bill to increase 
funds for direct federal home 
loans for veterans in rural areas. 

The direct loan measure by Rep. 
Teague (D-Tex) passed by voice 
vote after a day of politics-tinged 
arguments about ‘“‘tight’” money, 
high interest rates and what would 
help the veteran get a home loan. 

Debate centered on a proposal 
by Rep. Ayres (R-Ohio) to raise 
the-top interest rate allowable on 
Veterans Administration guaran- 
teed home loans from 4% to 5 per 
cent. This is the rate now applying 
to Federal Housing Administra- 
tion loans. A similar rate for VA 
loans was sought by the Eisen- 
hower administration. 

But Ayres’ amendment was 
knocked out by a parliamentary 
point-of-order ruling.

Atom Plants 
Held Safer 
Than Autos 


Odds on Death 
50 Million to One

WASHINGTON, March 25—The 
Atomic Energy Commission set 
odds of 50,000,000-to1 today 
against a fatality from an atomic 
plant explosion. 

By contrast,-the chances of a 
person being killed in an auto- 
mobile accident in any one year 
are only 5,000-to-l, Lewis L. 
Strauss, AEC chairman, told 
Congress. 

BEST RECORD 

He noted the odds in emphasiz- 
ing that atomic reactors have 
been operating since Dec. 2, 1952, 
“With a safety record better 
than that of other industry.”’ 


Strauss testified at the opening 
of hearings by the Joint Congres- 
sional Committee on Atomic 
Energy on proposed legislation to 
provide government insurance fer 
private operators of atomic re- 
actors. 


The bill would authorize the 
government to supplement up to 
$500,000,000 the insurance now 
available from private com- 
mercial insurance companies. 
The limit of commercial cover- 
age is about $65,000,000. 
PUBLIO CONFIDENCE 

The AEC chairman urged that 
Congress approve the bill to help 
speed nuclear power develop- 
ment. ‘‘Public confidence would 
be strengthened” by the added 
government protection, he said. 


The few accidents which have 
occurred, he testified, involved 
research reactors. These acci- 
dents, he said, did not cause any 
personal injury and did not affect 
the public. 


Hé went on that the AEC re- 
quired multiple.safeguards frem 
Industry entering the atomic 
field. Some of these safeguards, 
he said, were human and some 
were automatic.

Ellender said that if the bill is 
passed, soil bank payments for 
corn*this year may reach 300 mil- 
lion dollars.

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Dave Beck Makes 
Belated Appearance 


Today President Dave Beck of the 
Teamsters Union keeps a long-delayed 
appointment with a Senate investigating 
committee which has been looking into 
the union’s operations. 


It comes none too soon. 


In their probe so far, the senators 
have uncovered many things for which 
Beck must answer. The record of abuses 
of union power and contempt of rank 
and file membership has been estab- 
lished rather well without his help. What 
he has to say today, however, will be 
interesting for its effect on his future as 
well as that of his union. 

Beck has been boss of the teamsters 
for many years and thus in control of 
much of the nation’s transportation. His 
freedom to handle finances—illustrated 
by his borrowing of as much as $400,000 
in union funds without security or in- 
terest—has been amazing. 

The committee has found records to be 
lost or destroyed and cannot account for 
expenditures of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in union funds. The tie-in with 
rackets on the West Coast is shocking 
and even alarming. 

Dave Beck does have much to answer 
for—to his union, to the country and to 
all labor. That he may be called on for 
an accounting is proved by hints from 
top AFL-CIO leaders that he may be 
expelled from that organization. Whether 
this means he can take the teamsters out 
with him remains to be seen. Surely he 
does not have that much power! 

Meanwhile, the Senate committee 
should get the answers from the teamster 
president. If he clams up behind the 
Fifth Amendment, the investigators 
should take that as ample reason to probe 
deeper and the AFL-CIO should act ac- 
cordingly. 

Organized labor must clean its house 
of such persons and activities as the 
Senate group has exposed. The entire 
union movement will suffer from reve- 
lations of such irresponsible use of 
power. Labor must act positively and 
Congress must set up whatever ma- 
chinery necessary to protect union mem- 
bers and the public from abuses.

Two Atlanta Art Shows 
Are Worthy of Attention 


An exhibition of Spanish paintings at 
the Atlanta Art Assn. galleries has 
proved a really great success and is easily 
the finest thing the association has done 
in this field. 

The exhibition is notable in general, 
but it is the more so because it features 
12 paintings by Goya—Francisco Jose de 
Goya y Lucientes, one of the world’s 
great artists. 

Goya was a man of moods and im- 
pulsive emotions. The lot of the poor 
and the pomposity of the rich fascinated 
and repelled him. Perhaps the greatest 
and most effective works in his time 
were his satires on the everyday life of 
Spain. Certainly they earned him exile 
in his last years and he went, of course, 
to France, which received all rebels and 
exiles and died there. The French 
promptly put up a monument to him. 

This really superior exhibition, on loan 
from the Syracuse galleries, may be seen 
through Wednesday. 

Also of compelling interest to all 
Georgians is the 28th annual exhibition 
of the Association of Georgia artists, 
which opened Saturday and will continue 
through April 7. Lamar Dodd’s school 
of fine arts at the University of Georgia 
heavily is represented. Mr. Dodd’s school, 
which is one of the most vital and note- 
worthy on the university campus, is at- 
taining national stature and this exhibi- 
tion shows why. The many other artists 
of the state join to make this exhibit the 
best of the 28 years. 

All one needs to enjoy art is one’s 
eyes. It helps, of course, to know some- 
thing of the artist, but this is not nec- 
essary. We heartily commend both shows 
to the attention of the public.

Sen. Sparkman Offers 
Sensible Housing Plan 


Sen. Sparkman (D-Ala) has. made 
a sensible suggestion which he will intro- 
duce into the Congress in the form of 
legislation. 

The Alabama senator calls for a $200,- 
000,000 low-interest housing program for 
large families, elderly persons and re- 
lated “moderate income groups.” 

He would limit interest to 4 per cent. 
The senator declares such a program 
could operate despite the present tight 
money rate. Major features of his leg- 
islation will be: 

1. No down payment other than $200 
to cover settlement costs and a 40-year 
period for repayment on government- 
insured mortgages up to $10,000 for sales 
housing. 


2. Government insurance of the full 
value or 100 per cent “on multi-family 


rental housing projects, if the mortgagor 
is a nonprofit organization.” 

As science increases the life span, the 
percentage of elderly people in our popu- 
lation rises steadily and with consider- 
able acceleration. This goes side by side 
with practices which make it difficult 
for a person over 40 years of age to get 
a job. And most retirement plans cut off 
work at 65. 

We must plan for the future and we 
must include some such idea as ad- 
vanced by Sen, Sparkman.

There’s No Opposition 
To This Federal Aid! 


Nothing more clearly strips away the 
hypocrisy of some, and the uninformed 
fears of others, who oppose the federal 
aid to education than the latest news on 
that subject. 

The federal government has just re- 
leased $19,700,760 in aid to schools. It 
will pay for new classrooms and will 
augment faculty pay. It is for assistance 
in areas where large federal installations 
have increased the pupil load. 

Columbus, Ga., and its school sys- 
tem will receive $200,000 in such federal 
aid. It is needed and will be gratefully 
received. 

But let it be noted that neither the 
governor nor any of the Georgia con- 
gressional delegation raised a voice in 
opposition. This is just a part of the 
several millions in direct federal aid 
which our Georgia schools have been re- 
ceiving for a good many years. If it 
comes without strings, as this does, it is 
of great help to a state whose tax re- 
sources are not adequate to the de- 
mands because we lack coal, iron, oil, 
natural gas and the industrial wealth 
which comes with them. 

But because of politics, we fearfully 
draw back from the President’s federal 
aid bill because of what might be done 
in later years, forgetting it is equally 
possible it might not be done.

Until we have a sure way of extermi- 
nating those who prey upon the gullible 
and unsuspecting, the best advice is to 
beware the itinerant who wants to paint 
the house, patch the roof, clean the tank 
or probe for termites. 

If there is anything lower than a ter- 
mite, it is a fake termite inspector.

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Brownell Attacking 
Constitution Riddle 


WASHINGTON—In the current constitutional 
debate over who runs the administration when a 
, president is disabled, President Eisenhower has 
responsible and disinterested role. Like all his predecessors, 


including Presidents Garfield and Wilson who also were stricken in 
the White House, he has been aware that the Constitution does not 
state clearly what constituted presidential ‘‘inability’’ or who was 
to be the judge of when it existed and when it ended. 


Unlike all his predecessors, 
however, Eisenhower has taken 
action to deal with the problem. 
Fourteen months ago he told a 
news conference that doubt 
should be removed about the 
‘‘inability’’ question ‘‘for the good 
of the country.”’ And at his urg- 
ing Atty. Gen. Herbert Brownell 
has come forward with a recom- 
mendation for a_ constitutional 
amendment that would deal with 
at least part of the problem. 


Brownell is convinced that the 
main thing is to amend the 
Constitution to make clear that 
the president himself can, dur- 
ing any serious illness or other 
disability, delegate ‘“‘the powers 
and duties’’ of the presidency to 
the vice president temporarily 
without risking the possibility of 
not getting them back again. 


His view is that any attempt 
to try to settle all outstanding 
questions would merely lead to an 
endless constitutional wrangle 

line mating: 

Therefore it is important to 
define what the attorney general 
is not trying to do. He is not 
proposing to define what consti- 
tutes “inability.” | 


He also has avoided the highly 


controversial subject of whether 
the vice president or the Cabinet 
or the courts or some disinter- 
ested commission should make a 
finding of presidential “‘inability.’’ 

All of these, to one degree or 
another, involve the question of 
personal advantage or the dan- 
gers of political bias. Therefore 
Brownell has decided to limit 
his recommendation to issues that 


._ 


will raise a minimum of con- 
troversy. 

In 1881, when President Gar- 
field lay helpless and dying after 
he was shot, most constitutional 
authorities seemed to agree that 
it was the vice president’s duty 
to determine when the president 
was disabled. 

This view was based on the 
theory that, since the vice presi- 
dent was called upon to act for 
the president in certain condi- 
tions, he «vas obliged to decide 
the questi6n of presidential ‘‘in- 
ability” if the president did not 
do so. 

It was noted during the illnesses 
of both Garfield and Wilson that, 
while the Constitution was vague 
about what constituted “‘inability” 
and who should decide it, the 
language was not permissive or 
optional but mandatory in saying 
that the powers and duties ‘“‘shall 
devolve’”’ on the vice president. 

Nevertheless, for reasons of 
propriety and public confidence, 
Vice Presidents Arthur, Marshall 
and Nixon did not take effective 
action to assume presidential re- 
sponsibilities. 

Atty. Gen, Brownell has reached 
the conclusion that it is neces- 
Sary to remove the vice presi- 
dent from’ the delicate position 
of seeming to usurp the presi- 
dent’s powers. cue! 

Brownell, after an exhaustive 
study of all this, has concluded 
that the best thing to do is to 
make it easy for a disabled 


president to hand over his powers. 


and duties temporarily. He has 
recommended this to Eisenhower. 


and appoint assistant directors to 
head each district. 

Think of the new jobs this would 
provide. There would be an imme- 
diate demand, reaching crucial 
proportions, for ant hill investiga- 
tors, ant hill removers and ant 
hill poisoners. Naturally we would 
have to create a public relations 
staff to explain our position to 
the numerous societies for the 
prevention of cruelty to fire ants 
that would spring up throughout 
the country overnight.

Cairo has ‘‘announced’’ it will 
continue to deny the Suez Canal 
to Israeli shipping, which means 
that Egypt asserts the right to 
use the restored canal as an 
instrument of national politics. 
This would be a clear repudiation 
of the “six principles’’ for the 
operation of the Suez unanimous- 
ly approved by the U.N. Security 
Council and accepted by the 
Egyptian government. 


Col. Nasser appears to be per- 
sistently — and successfully — el- 
bowing the United Nations forces 
out of the Gaza Strip from which 
so many harassing raids were 
launched against the Israeli fron- 


Either Nasser will prevail or 
the U.N. will prevail—and that is 
the nub of it right now. 

It is true that one Israeli freight- 
er has sailed down the Gulf of 
Aqaba to the Red Sea undis- 
turbed by either Egypt or Saudi 
Arabia in using its “‘right of inno- 
cent passage’ through interna- 
tional waters.

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OLD DISPUTE RECALLED 


Officials were studiously vague 
about ‘the reason for this British 
insistence at the conference at 
which harmony and confidence 
reigned. It is probable, however, 
that the British proposal had 
roots in the conflict between the 
two governments in the spring 
of 1954 over the terms under 
which the establishment of the 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organiza- 
tion was to be announced. 

At that time the British thought 
Dulles had.told them one thing 
in London and had done another 
when he returned to Washington. 
Now that relations between the 
two governments are returning 
to’ their old intimacy under -the 
powerful spur of the friendship 
between the President and prime 
minister the British wish to avoid 
such disputes in the future. 

The best way of doing so, they 
said, was to have signed records 
of agreements or, where there is 
disagreement, of American and 
British positions. 

A good deal more traveling 
and consultation on the interme- 
diate and lower levels of the two 
governments will be one result of 
the conference. The two heads 
of government insisted that the 
utmost care must be taken to pre- 
vent minor misunderstandings at 
working party level developing 
into major disputes higher up. 
GERMAN REUNIFICATION 

Consequently, the joint plan 
ning will be supplemented by pe- 
riodic consultations. 

One of the agreements record- 
ed was a directive to State De- 
partment and Foreign Office ex- 
perts to seek a new approach to 
the old problem of German re- 
unification. Both government are 
committed to unity and 
both acknowledge extreme 
difficulty of winning Soviet ac- 
ceptance of their proposals. 

These proposals, first put for- 
ward at the Berlin conference 
with the Soviet Union in January, 
1954 are based on the hold of 
free elections in East and West 
Germany. This remains the. es- 
sential basis of the United States

Although decided separately, 
the issues in the Charlottesville 
and . Arlington .cases were sub- 
stantially the same. Judge 
Parker said that they were: 

1. Whether the suits should 
have been dismissed as suits 
against the state. 

2. Whether the plaintiffs had 
failed to exhaust administrative 
remedies. 

3. Whether there was abuse of 
discretion by. the district courts 
in issuing the injunctive orders. 


“PROTECTION OF RIGHTS” 


Judge Parker held that they 
were not suits against the state 
but actions ‘for the .protection 
of individual rights under the 
Constitution” by enjoining state 
officers and agencies from taking 
action beyond the scope of their 
legal powers. 

Virginia argued that school 
boards in that state had been 
given corporate powers. Judge 
Parker said this was no reason 
why a school board should be 
exempt from restraint ‘‘from un- 
constitutional action.’’ 

“A state can act only through 
agents; and whether the agent 
be an individual officer of a cor- 
porate agency, it ceases to repre- 
sent the state when it attempts 
to use state power in violation of 
the Constitution and may be en- 
joined from such unconstitutional 
action,’ Judge Parker declared. 
WHAT NEGRO MUST DO 

In the Arlington case, particu- 
larly, J; Lindsay Almond Jr., at- 
torney general of Virginia, said 
that the right of a Negro to at- 
tend a white school exists, under 
the Supreme Court’s decision. 
But, he said, the Negro child 
must show that he is fully quali- 
fied and desires to attend a par-

British Move 


To End Strike 
In Shipyards

LONDON, March 25—The Brit- 
ish government intervened di- 
rectly tonight in an effort to end 
the nationwide shipyard strike. 

After hours of fruitless talks 
with union leaders and manage- 
ment representatives, it was an- 
nounced that Iain MacLeod, min- 
ister of labor, had decided to ap- 
point a court of inquiry into the 
dispute. The court’s members 
will be named and the inquiry 
will begin without delay, a state- 
ment said. 

The unions have been asked to 
end the strike “in view of the 
fact that the dispute is now to be 
fully examined by an independent 
body,”’ the statement said. The 
unions will discuss this request 
tomorrow. 

The employers have already 
agreed to abide by a decision of 
an independent tribunal. From 
the beginning the unions have in- 
sisted on a case offer, rejecting 
arbitration. The strike is in its 
10th day.

WASHINGTON, March 25—The 


' Supreme Court ruled, 6 to 2, to- 


day that states cannot take over 


, unfair labor practice cases simply 


because the National Labor Rela- 


tions Board declines to act. 


The court ruled on three cases 


in Utah, Ohio and California. 


In another decision, a unani- 
mous court ruled that railroad 
strikes that are called to force 
settlement of minor grievances 
pending before the National Rail- 
road Adjustment Board violate 
the Railway Labor Act. 


UTAH CASE 
The principal case involving 


the federal-state jurisdiction is- 
sue was brought by P. S. Guss, 


' doing business as Photo Sound 


Products Manufacturing Co., 
against the Utah Labor Relations 
Board. 

The United Steelworkers filed 
an unfair labor practice charge 
against the company before the 
NLRB in 1953 or early 1954. 

About that time, the board de- 
cided it would not handle cases 
of a local nature, even though it 


might have jurisdiction to do so 
' under the law. It refused to take 


the Utah case. The union went 
to the Utah board, which took the 
case and was upheld by the Utah 
Supreme Court. The company ap- 
pealed. 


‘‘NO-MAN’S LAND”’ 

Chief Justice Warren, writing 
for the court, said: 

“We are told by appellee 
(Utah) that to deny the state 
jurisdiction here will create a 
vast no-man’s land, subject to 
regulation by no agency or 
court. We are told by appellant 
(the company) that to grant juris-

“We believe, however, that 
Congress has expressed its judg- 
in favor of uniformity.

Right To Protest 


Seen Smothering 
Under 66 Copies 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (#. 
Sen. Williams (R-Del) told the 
Senate today ‘‘bureaucratic red 
tape’’ has become so complex 
a citizen can’t protest to his 
government unless he has a 
mimeograph machine. 


Williams said a small busi- 
nessman in Delaware recently 
wrote the Interstate Commerce 
Commission seeking to protest 
a proposed freight rate in- 
crease but was told it could 
not be considered unless he sent 
in 66 copies. 

‘*This is ridiculous,’’ Williams 
exclaimed. ‘“‘A farmer or ave- 
rage businessman without a 
mimeograph machine or a sur- 
plus of stenographic help—such 
as is sometimes found in these 
agencies — cannot afford to 
make 66 copies of every letter.’’ 

Williams said he had taken 
the matter up with Owen 
Clarke, ICC chairman. 


“I sincerely hope,’’ said the 
senator, “‘that the commission- 
er will not feel it necessary to 
send me 66 copies of his reply.’’ 


Court Asserts 
Husband May 
Sue, His Wife 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark.,; March 25 
(Pi—In a precedent-setting opinion 
the Arkansas Supreme Court to- 
day held, 5-2, that a husband may 
sue his wife for damages due to 
her negligence. 

Specifically involved was a col- 
lision between a husband driving 
his pick-up truck and his wife 
driving the family sedan on a 
rural road in Benton County last 
Aug. 9. 

As a result of the accident, 
Walter Leach sued Esther Leach 
for damages, alleging she wag 
driving on the wrong side of the 
road and at an excessive speed. 
Presumably any judgment would 
be paid by an insurance com- 
pany, but this was not reflected 
in the record. 


MUST TRY CASE 


The Benton Circuit Court sus- 
tained a- demurrer filed by at- 
torneys for Mrs. Leach and dis- 
missed Leach’s suit without trial. 

Today’s majority opinion had 
the effect of sending the case 
back for trial on its merits. 

The two-justice minority would 
permit husbands to sue wives 
only if willful injury were in- 
volved. To allow suits in cases 
of unintentional negligence raised 
the possibility of collusive and 
fraudulent suits against insurance 
companies, the minority con- 
tended. 

CASE “NOVEL” 

The majority opnion, written 
by Associate Justice George Rose 
Smith, said ‘‘this case presents a 
question that is novel in this state 
and very nearly so in the United 
States 

Smith wrote that a ‘‘dwindling 
majority’’ of American courts 
still hold that a wife may not sue 
her husband, but said that Arkan- 
sas was in the minority.

Mideast, Cyprus 


WASHINGTON, March 26—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and British Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan reached 
broad agreements in principle at 
Bermuda but left open many prac- 
tical questions of detail and of tac- 
tics, diplomatic sources said today. 


President Eisenhower, briefing 
congressional leaders tonight, 
said the conference was as sat- 
isfactory a meeting as he had 
ever attended in war or peace. 
But other administration of- 
ficials privately said that it would 
be unwise to overlook the im- 
portance of points on which dif- 
ferences remained or on which 
decisions were left open. 

They pointed out that the Brit- 
ish were still unhappy about the 
extent to which the United States 
was working through United Na- 
tions Secretary-General Dag 
Hammarskjold in the Middle 
East. 


THE NASSER PROBLEM 


They said the Americans were 
still unhappy about the way Brit- 
ain was handling the revolt in 
Cyprus. . 
They observed that neither 
country kad devised a satisfac- 
tory answer to what they should 
do if President Nasser of Egypt 
refuses to come to terms on the 
Suez Canal issue. 

Other sources reported that it 
would take at least five years to 
build and supply to Britain the 
medium-range guided missiles of- 
fered by President Eisenhower at 
Bermuda. 

The question was raised today 
at the meeting with congressional 
leaders whether France as well 
as Britain ought to get the inter- 
mediate range ballistics missiles. 
It was pointed out that France 
had not requested them. 

James C. Hagerty, press sec- 
retary, said tonight in response 
to persistent inquiries about 
France that the British project 
was “yet to be fully developed 
both from the standpoint of the 
weapons themselves and the pre- 
cise conditions for deployment.”’ 
President’ Eisenhower and Sec- 
retary of State Dulles briefed 
21 congressional leaders on the 
Bermuda meeting for 75 minutes 
at the White House. 

Republicans and Democrats 
alike said the President assured 
them no secret agreements had 
been made. 


RAPPORT HINTED 


Later the legislative leaders 
were asked about a dispatch to 
the New York Times from Ber- 
muda describing a suggestion 
said to have been made at Ber- 
muda by President Eisenhower. 
It would reestablish intimate 
United States-British cooperation 
in intelligence and planning to 
meet international problems. 

The “Bermuda story said that 
this was deleted from yesterday’s 
communique at the behest of 
Dulles but was nevertheless a 
part of one of the agreements 
signed at the conference. 
Members of both parties said 
that an agreement of this sort 
was not mentioned at the White 
House briefing. Whether the de- 
sire to reestablish a rapport that 
has not been often breached since 
World War II would be consid- 
ered a secret agreement was a 
question which could not be an- 
swered here tonight. .

Room To Show, 
Teach, Gather 


By ELIZABETH MORGAN 
When a city gets spirited into the midst of its own 
renaissance, it naturally develops centers of activity. 
One such center in Atlanta is a mixture of old man- 
sions and modern brick and glass sprawling along 
Peachtree between 15th and 16th streets. This physical 
plant is headquarters of the Atlanta Art Assn. 


Dr. Reginald K. Poland, direc- 
tor of museums, likes to think 
of this block as a living art 
community center. He believes 
the quality of the product at- 
tracts the people—the more they 
see good art the more they want 
to see it. 

He puts the aims of the as- 
sociation this way: 

“To have, preserve and utilize 
art in the best possible way for 
the education, interest and 
pleasure of the public, and to 
encourage artists.”’ 
$100,000 A YEAR 

The association has come a 
long way since its budget of $75 


PO POPOL ™e 
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(Third in a series on art 
activities in Atlanta. Wednes- 
day: The Atlanta Art Institute.) 
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a month 30 years ago. It now 
operates on $100,000 a year. 

It provided adequate facilities 
for collecting when the mag- 
nificent new $650,000 building— 
a work of art in itself—opened 
in 1955. It boosted art education 
when it opened a drive last year 
to expand the program of the 
Atlanta Art Institute. 

But vibrant art centers have 
people with enough wisdom to 
know that exhibiting good art is 
not enough—there must be live- 
ly, enjoyable educational and so-

cial programs to keep up in- 


terest. : 


TWO REASONS 

There probably are two very 
practical reasons for this feel- 
ing. A young center has no hope 
of competing with the old, estab- 
lished museums. So it must of- 
fer another attraction in this age 
of doers—it must bring in peo- 
ple by participation. For many 
people get more fun out of hear- 
ing about and working for art 
than out of looking at it. 

The center also uses its op- 
portunity for coordinating the 
arts. It schedules both high- 
toned lectures and informal 
chats about art and allied fields. 

The Salon Series offers mu- 
sical programs. The Walter C. 
Hill auditorium offers the best 
acoustics in the South. Walk- 
talks interpret exhibitions for 
visitors. Both local and out-of- 
town experts are brought in to 
lecture and teach, for the as- 
sociation tries to benefit both 
the museums and the institute. 


TIES TOGETHER 

The facilities remain at the 
disposal of cultural groups. Al- 
though art in the city is bigger 
than the association, this organi- 
zation ties the expression to- 
gether. 

Artist clubs and individuals ex- 
hibit there. 

The public schools coordinate 
their art programs with the of- 
ferings of the center. Great 
groups of children come bounc- 
ing through to see the outstand- 
ing shows, and a children’s gal- 
lery is designed especially to 
tantalize the youngsters. Re- 
cently, writers for high school 
papers were included on the 
press preview guest list for the 
great Spanish show. 

Flower shows sometimes take 
the spotlight, too. 

Like all active museums, the 
Atlanta group has an acquisi- 
tion committee which judges the 
art that is bought for the per- 
manent collection, now worth 
about $1,000,000. The center does 
buy some reproductions for ed- 
ucational purposes (preferably in 
the original size), but originals 
of excellent quality hang in the 
museums, too. 

The association also acquires 
the good works of local artists. 
It owns originals by Van Gogh, 
Toulouse-Lautrec, Picasso, Co- 
rot, Gainsborough, Degas, Re- 
noir, Manet, Tintoretto, Whist- 
ler, John Singleton Copley, Tie- 
polo, Reynolds, Robert Henri, 
Glackens and Wyeth — to men- 
tion a few. 


CONTEMPORARY ART 

Since collecting usually goes in 
a certain direction, this associa- 
tion emphasizes contemporary 
art. However, no art center turns 
down gifts, and the valuable 
Kress collection of Renaissance 
paintings, scheduled to arrive 
this year for permanent housing 
in two special rooms, is eagerly 
awaited. 

The association is proud, too, 
of the local gifts that have come 
to the museums. The Great Pic- 
ture Fund has raised money to 
acquire great art works. In 
honor of Dr. Poland, its first 
purchase came from the Spanish 
show—a still life by Blas de Le- 
desma. 

Special galleries are named 
for some of the benefactors. Be- 
sides the Kress Galleries and

Atlanta and regional artists, the 
association helps sponsor three 
contests a year — the Watercolor 
Club show, the Painting of the 
Year and the Southeastern An- 
nual Exhibition. 

The lush Members Room rep- 
resents the area where art ac- 
tivities spill over into social 
functions, for here members can 
come to teas and receptions, or 
just informally meet their 
friends. 

Its tall windows give a clear, 
green view of the grounds de- 
veloped by garden clubs in At- 
lanta, and on a sunny day the 
outside comes right in. It is 
a bright example of one way in 
which a large group of people 
can enjoy the profound creative- 
ness of a few.

“And what are you going to do when you grow 


up, little girl?” 


“T am going to school and learn how to be a nurse.” 
“But there are no nursing schools in Georgia, lit- 


tle girl. 


This is the 19th century, and little girls will

Somewhere this little girl’s 
fairy godmother was listening in, 
and with her magic that makes 
dreams come true, she waved 
her wand, and before very long 
there was the Grady Hospital 
School of Nursing on Butler 
street in Atlanta. It was: the 
first in the state of Georgia. 


MARCH 2, 1898 

That was on March 24, 1898, 
eight years after the hospital 
opened.

During the past 59 years, hun- 
dreds of little girls have had 
their dreams come true by go- 
ing to nursing school, graduating 
and embarking on a nursing 
career.

Of course, the number ‘of 
pounds and inches to your next 
dress size depends on how near 
you are to the top weight on 
your present size, Also, if the 
size you now wear requires eas- 
ing at the waist or over the hips, 
then you have the clue to the 
spots on whieh to concentrate 
your precision calisthenics. 

In setting your size goal, be 
realistic. If you have a stocky 
frame, do not aim for the meas- 
urements which are standard for 
a slender frame. 

As you lose weight and inches, 
you can measure results from 
the snaps, and also measure 
your progress toward your 
shapely weight. This will bolster 
your morale.
